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Road crashes claim 


four lives in a week 


THREE men were killed 
in an horrific road 
smash, and one motor 
cyclist died and a further 
two men, also motor 
cyclists, were injured in 
three other crashes on 
local roads. 

The three who died were 
among seven men travelling 
in a people carrier which was 
involved in a collision with a 
lorry on the A141 at Chatteris 
at 6.50pm last Thursday 

The men, who all lived in 
Wisbech, were Dainis Drevens, 38, 
Aleksandrs Puzanskis, 46, and 
Mihails Bazanovs, 28. 

They were all originally from 
Latvia. 

An 18-year-old man remains at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital in Cam¬ 
bridge in a serious condition and a 
17-year-old man has been dis¬ 
charged from the hospital. 


Two other men, aged 17 and 18 
years old, suffered minor injuries. 
Two passengers were trapped in 
the wreckage of the people carrier 
but were freed by emergency teams 
and taken to Addenbrooke’s. 

The men were travelling in a 
silver Toyota Emina Estima. 

The driver of a blue and white 
Scania lorry was a 58-year-old man 
from Chelmsford. He suffered 
minor injuries. 

Police have appealed for wit¬ 
nesses to the collision. 

Pc Tim Kirkby, of the police’s 
road policing team, said: “I would 
like to hear from anyone who was 
travelling on that stretch of road 
and witnessed the collision or saw 
either vehicle in the moments 
leading up to the incident. 

“Any information, no matter 
how small, could prove valuable in 
determining what happened.”

The motor cyclist who died was 
Darren Mulliner, 38, from the 
Southampton area. 


He was killed on Saturday, July 
19, at 10.20am following an accident 
on the A1101 at Wash Road, Welney, 
near Littleport. 

Police say the collision involved 
a Buell motor cycle, which was 
travelling towards Wisbech, and a 
Renault 7.5 tonne goods vehicle 
which had been heading towards 
Littleport. 

Pc Donald Walker from Norfolk 
traffic police would like to hear 
from anyone who witnessed the 
incident. He can be contacted on 
0845 4564567. 

The A10 was closed for several 
hours following an accident at 2pm 
on Monday involving a motor bike, 
a car and two lorries. Diversions 
were put in place. 

Police and ambulance crews 
went to the scene three miles out of 
Ely, towards Littleport. 

The motor cyclist, a man aged 69, 
was taken to Addenbrooke’s Hosp¬ 
ital by ambulance after he suffered 
compound fractures. 

Medical charity Magpas att¬ 
ended the scene. A spokesman 


said: “The Magpas team was flown 
to the scene on Anglia Two. 

“It was an elderly male on a 
motor bike and he suffered very 
serious injuries: compound frac¬ 
tures to several bones. 

“He was anaesthetised and 
treated at the scene and then he 
was transferred to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital by land ambulance, where 
his condition was critical.” 

Meanwhile, another motor 
cyclist was taken to hospital after 
colliding with a vehicle on the 
A1101. The accident happened 
between Littleport and Mildenhall 
on Sunday at 8.30am. 

Dr Karim Ahmed and Mark 
Rosenfeld from Magpas were flown 
to the scene and ambulance crews 
also attended. 

The motor cyclist, a man in his 
40s, sustained chest and internal 
injuries. He was assessed at the 
scene and given pain relieving 
drugs before being transferred by 
land ambulance to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, where his condition was 
described as stable.

‘CCTV can never 
replace bobbies’ 


CITY centre surveillance 
cameras are no substitute 
for bobbies on the beat, 
traders have warned. 

That was the message from 
shopkeepers at a meeting of 
Ely Traders’ Association, 
where the issue of CCTV was 
the hot topic for discussion. 

Association chairman Will 
Burton, who is calling for more 
patrols on the city’s streets, 
said: “Traders welcome these 
cameras because we need all 
the help we can get. 

“But it’s no replacement for 
the real thing and we want to 
see proper police officers out 
and about on the streets of Ely 
- the police presence here is not 
exactly overwhelming. 

“We’ve also had difficulties 
obtaining images from the 
cameras quickly, but I’ve heard 
authorities are speeding up this 
process. 

“They are a good visual 
deterrent to thieves and 
vandals, but are they really 
catching that many criminals?” 

The concerns have been 
raised following a report into 
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the effectiveness of Ely’s 28 
cameras and a further seven in 
Soham, which cost £150,000 to 
run each year. 

The council report said the 
cameras captured on film 1,409 
incidents, of which 194 were 
reported to police resulting in 
99 arrests. 

It meant there were 89 fewer 
events reported to the police 
and eight fewer arrests than the 
previous year. 

However, the report also 
highlighted the under-use of 
many of the cameras, with two 
cameras catching just a single 
incident each in an entire year. 

Fourteen of the cameras - 40 
per cent - captured fewer than 
10 incidents a year each, with 
the majority of incidents 
caught on just five cameras in 
the city centre. 

But Inspector Alan Savill, 
based at Ely Police Station, 
defended the effectiveness of 
the CCTV system. 


He said: “It can never replace 
the officer on the beat, but it is 
a really effective reassurance 
and crime fighting tool when 
working in partnership with 
officers. 

“It can monitor areas 
effectively when my officers are 
otherwise committed, keeping 
an eye out throughout the day 
for trouble, which allows a 
faster, more informed response 
to incidents. 

“The average criminal should 
know to be afraid of CCTV 

“They only have to be caught 
once to realise how damning 
the evidence can be.” 

Ste Thornley, East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council’s 
acting head of corporate 
strategy, said: “CCTV cameras 
are really about reassurance, 
but this can be very difficult to 
measure. 

“We should remember that 
CCTV cameras are a very 
useful tool in making lives 
safer, they are not the total 
answer - they are part of the 
solution.” 


Poppy appeal in 
need of organiser 


POPPIES may not be 
available in Ely this year 
because there is no-one to 
run the British Legion’s 
appeal. 

The lack of a poppy 
appeal co-ordinator could 
bring to an end the 86- 
year-old tradition of 
poppy selling in the city, 
which first started in 
1922. 

Adele McAngus, com¬ 
munity fundraiser for the 
Poppy Appeal, said: “We 
urgently need someone to 
organise the appeal in Ely. 

“People want to rem¬ 
ember those who gave 
their lives for their 
country and help provide 
services for those who 
have served in the armed 
forces and it is therefore

SOUTH East Cambridgeshrie 
MP Jim Paice has joined the 
fight to save two post offices 
threatened with closure. 

Mr Paice visited the branches 
in St John’s Road, Ely and 
Hall Street, Soham, to speak 
to customers and post office 
staff about how losing the two 
outlets will affect them. 

The branches are just two of 
the 23 post offices in 
Cambridgeshire facing the axe 
under Post Office moves to 
reform the loss-making 
service. 

Mr Paice said: “People rely on 
the post office for a range of 
services and there is real 
concern about the plan to 
close a number of branches in 
South East Cambridgeshire. 

“I wanted to talk to the sub¬ 
postmasters and customers 
personally about the potential 


impact of these closures and 
work with local communities 
to keep these branches open 
if there is support to do that.” 
But Mr Paice’s pledge to help 
save the two post offices has 
been branded as 
“hypocritical”. 


John Cowan, Labour’s 
parliamentary spokesman for 
East Cambridgeshire, said: 
“The Conservatives hold a 
uniquely hypocritical position. 
They are campaigning to save 
threatened branches on the 
one hand, but have refused to 


commit to the very funding 
that keeps the vast majority of 
post offices open. 

“This is a rather perplexing 
stance, as it actually puts at 
risk even more post offices, as 
currently only one in three 
branches turn a profit.” 



Hope for church 
hall campaigners 


CAMPAIGNERS fight¬ 
ing to save a church 
hall have been handed 
an unexpected lifeline 
after a bid to bulldoze it 
was thrown out by 
planners. 

The battle to save St 
Andrew’s Church Hall, in 
Soham, had appeared lost 
after East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s planning 
committee approved plans to 
build 13 homes on the High 
Street earlier this month. 

But the approval was only 
granted on condition that 
developers Amber Housing 
paid a substantial sum to 
improve the nearby rec¬ 
reation ground - a process 
known as a Section 106 
agreement in which devel¬ 
opers contribute money to 
improve the local community 

However, the council 
announced this week that it 
has failed to hammer out an 
agreement with the God- 
manchester-based developers 
within the 13-week deadline. 

The application will now be 
thrown back to the planning 
committee for consideration. 

Liz Jugg, secretary of the 
Soham Church Hall Trust, 
which has campaigned to 
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keep the hall for the people of 
Soham, was delighted by the 
news. 

She said: “We’re very 
happy about the decision as 
it could mean an end to the 
scheme, not just in the short 
term, but permanently. 

“We’ve heard the 
developers were offering 
£20,000 towards the park, but 
the council wanted much 
more, around £50,000. 

“With the economic down¬ 
turn, house builders can’t 
afford those costs, which 
makes you wonder if the 
houses will be built at all. 

“The credit crunch means 
people just aren’t buying 
houses as much, so maybe 
the developer will think 
twice. 

“We were very upset when 
the planning committee 
approved the houses, despite 
a stream of objections from 
people who really care about 
Soham, so this is great news. 

“We still have to raise 
enough money to buy the 
hall, but this decision has 
given us some hope.” 

The trust held a meeting 


last Thursday night to decide 
its next course of action to 
save the hall, which was sold 
by St Andrew’s Church for 
£500,000 on the condition that 
developers secured planning 
permission. 

A council spokesman said: 
“There is clear evidence that 
additional community faci¬ 
lities are required within 
Soham, as set out in the 
Soham Community Facilities 
Assessment - the proposed 
development would further 
add to the existing need. 

“The application does not 
make any contribution 
towards meeting the com¬ 
munity facility shortfall 
within Soham. 

“The application is there¬ 
fore contrary to policies 105 
and 108 in the East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Local 
Plan 2000. 

“It follows a period of 
negotiation post committee 
but due to the complexity of 
the required signatories and 
required content of the 
Section 106 it was not 
completed within time period 
advised by members.” 

Amber Housing was not 
available for comment. 


Accused 
mum’s 
trial set 

A MOTHER ac¬ 
cused of murd¬ 
ering her two teen¬ 
age daughters has 
appeared in court. 

Rekha Kumari- 
Baker is charged 
with killing 

Davina, 16, and 
Jasmine, 13, at her 
home in Stretham, 
near Ely, on June 13 
last year. She has 
pleaded not guilty 
to murder. 

Kumari-Baker, 
40, appeared at 
Cambridge Crown 
Court on Friday. 

The date of her 
trial has been set 
for January 12 next 
year. 

The girls were 
found dead at their 
mother’s home in 
The Crofters. 

Davina was fin¬ 
ishing her GCSEs 
at Cambridge 
Regional College, 
and Jasmine was a 
pupil at Cottenham 
Village College. 

Their father, 
David Baker, 
identified the girls’ 
bodies two days 
after their deaths. 


Talks on future of Soham open to public 


PEOPLE are invited to 
listen to talks about the 
future of Soham at a 
public meeting this week. 

The Soham Masterplan 
working party is due to 
meet at the East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District 
Council’s chamber, in 
Nutholt Lane, Ely, 
tomorrow at 4pm. 


Some of the issues to be 
discussed include 

improving job creation, 
community facilities and 
transport in Soham. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, the 
chairman of the district 
council’s strategic devel¬ 
opment committee, said: 
“Soham is one of the key 
towns in the district 


which has huge potential 
to grow and succeed. 

“It is the second largest 
settlement we have in 
East Cambridgeshire and 
is ideally placed between 
Ely and Newmarket to be 
a powerful player in the 
future growth of the area. 

“For too long Soham 
has been left to feel a poor 


relation to the other 
market towns but we want 
this to change.” 

Mr Moakes added: 
“However we need the 
help of its residents 
which is why all the 
working party sessions as 
we develop the plan will 
be open to the public so 
they can get involved.” 


Drugs baron cleared 
of murder conspiracy 


A DRUGS baron who ran his 
empire from prison with a 
smuggled mobile phone has 
been cleared of conspiring to 
commit murder. 

Gareth Curtis, 31, made and 
received 45,000 calls and texts 
in just six months from his 
cell in Whitemoor Prison 
near March and Rye Hill 
Prison, Coventry 

Preston Crown Court heard 
Curtis, jailed for 16 years for 
gun crimes and assault, spent 
six to seven hours a day mak¬ 
ing deals. He averaged 246 
calls or texts per day and ran 
up such huge bills he quali¬ 
fied as a premium customer. 

When guards seized one 
phone he rang his network 
provider and transferred his 


number to another handset. 

Curtis revealed his scam in 
court to beat another jail spell 
for attempted murder after he 
was accused of ordering the 
shooting of 19-year-old Suheal 
Patel from behind bars. 

He told a jury he was too 
busy looking after his drugs 
empire to arrange the hit. 

It was alleged Curtis hired 
three hitmen to kill drug 
dealer Patel as a favour for a 
jail pal. Patel survived being 
hit twice in Blackburn, 
Lancs, last February 
Curtis, of Stretford in 
Greater Manchester, denied 
involvement and was cleared 
of conspiracy to murder 
along with seven other men 
on Monday

Hetty saved by £7k surgery 


BIG-HEARTED Tanya 
Dickson spared no 
expense when her beloved 
pet cat was horrifically 
disfigured after being hit by 
a car - and spent £7,500 
on facial reconstructive 
surgery. 

Horrified Tanya, 41, found 
Hetty crushed on the road 
following the collision. 
Minutes from death, his 
head had been “smashed 
like an egg shell”. 

Tanya, from Ely, with the 
help of friend and 
veterinary nurse Sam 
Knightly, 26, rushed 18- 
month-old Hetty to the 
Animal Health Trust (AHT) 


in Kennett. 

She opted for a £2,500 
X-ray and MRI, which 
revealed the appalling 
catalogue of breaks and 
fractures. 

Hetty, then in a coma, was 
placed in an incubator in 
intensive care and 
monitored like a premature 
baby. 

Tanya had saved up to buy 
a new car, but thought 
nothing of spending 
£7,338, the cost of a new 
Ford Ka, on saving Hetty. 
She said: “Money is only 
money. It comes and goes. 
But I think that if people 
have pets they should do 


all they can for them.” 

Hetty received round-the- 
clock care by a dedicated 
team of veterinarians - 
primarily by Sam Knightly, 
of Ely who works at the 
AHT. 

He had operations and 
work on his eyes. It was six 
weeks before he could eat 
on his own. He is now 
doing well and recovering 
at home. 

Tanya, who works in 
security at a London 
airport, said: “He is quite 
dopey and loves sitting on 
my lap. But he still has a 
good quality of life so it was 
all worth it.”

Caring lifesavers celebrate 
their first successful year

A LIFE-SAVING emer¬ 
gency service is celebrating 
its first anniversary after it 
was set up using donations 
from generous Weekly 
Newsreaders. 

Magpas’s Community First 
Responders Team for Ely and 
Littleport began in July 2007 after 
the Ely Weekly News raised 
£ 10 , 000 . 

The service means that resi¬ 
dents receive rapid emergency 
medical treatment from trained 
local volunteers, providing vital 
back-up for the ambulance crews. 

The volunteers gathered at 
Ely’s ambulance station on 
Tuesday to celebrate their first 
year of saving lives, which has 
seen them assist in 115 emergency 
incidents. 

Emma Greaves, who coordinates 
the Ely team, said: “We are deligh¬ 
ted with our first year - attending 
115 patients shows our volunteers 
are much-needed in Ely 

“Only last week, we attended an 
emergency where a woman had 
been unconscious for 20 minutes 
and her breathing was very 
laboured. We managed to give her 
oxygen and help her until an 
ambulance arrived, which is 
something we’re used to. 


“It’s often just our arrival at a 
scene, which calms everything 
down, as people have some 
reassurance that they are being 
cared for. 

“We’ve done everything from 
asthma attacks, seizures and 
people falling unconscious. Chest 
pains are our most common call¬ 
out and if we save just one life, 
then I believe this scheme will be 
money well spent.” 

The Ely responder group, which 
has committed 5,795 hours 
between them, has also received 


support from dozens of local 
groups who have raised more 
than £3,000 for the annual running 
costs. 

Magpas spokesman Christian 
Morris praised the efforts of the 
first responder volunteers. 

He said: “They are very caring 
people and we are very lucky to 
have this group of lifesavers here 
in the city 

“The Magpas volunteers in 
Ely dedicate a huge amount of 
their time to being on call just in 
case there is a medical

emergency like a cardiac arrest 
or choking. 

“Despite the fact the East 
Anglian Ambulance Trust is one 
of the best in the country, 
community first responders can 
and do attend people with chest 
pains and breathing difficulties 
before an ambulance gets there. 

“Early support and early 
resuscitation can save lives.”

ANTI-MEREHAM cam¬ 
paigners have delivered a 
new 10,000-name petition 
to Westminster after the 
Government mislaid the 
last one. 

A minibus full of protesters 
made its way to the London 
offices of the Department for 
Communities and Local Gover¬ 
nment on Monday to present 
officials with the petition calling 
for the proposed development of 
5,100 homes, to be sited near 
Stretham, to be scrapped. 

Hazel Blears, Secretary of 
State for Communities and Local 
Government, is currently con¬ 
sidering the findings of a three- 
month public inquiry into the 
Multiplex Stannifer project. 

Anti-Mereham protesters are 
hoping their petition will tip the 
balance in their favour, ahead of 
Ms Blears’ decision, which is 
expected in September. 

Cllr Bill Hunt, who represents 
Stretham for East Cambridges¬ 
hire District Council, said: “We 
wanted to make sure that Hazel 
Blears’ department received this 
petition personally because it 
mislaid the last one. 

“We collected 5,000 signatures 
and presented it to the planning 


inspector, but we got a ring later 
from the caretaker at the 
Arkenstall Centre in Haddenham 
after the hearing, saying it had 
been left behind. 

“I hope they take more care of 
this one. Hazel Blears has written 
to local councils telling us that we 
must listen to local people and 
take into account their petitions. 

“This is a 10,000-name petition 
against Mereham and there could 
not be a clearer signal that we 
don’t want this development. It’s 
time for her to listen to the 
people.” 


Alan James, petition co¬ 
ordinator, whose supporters have 
collected 10,014 signatures, said: 
“The Government has been 
constantly telling us how it is 
listening. It’s now time for it to 
show this is the case.” 

Opponents claim the town 
would cause gridlock on the 
already-congested A10 and 
should not be approved as it has 
been condemned by all levels of 
local democracy, including 
parish, district and county 
councils, as well as by South 
Cambridgeshire MP Jim Paice.

Protests over rubbish 
lead to call for review

A SACKFUL of com¬ 
plaints about doorstep 
rubbish collections has 
prompted calls for an 
urgent review of the 
service. 

Late collections, a lack of 
replacement rubbish bags 
and litter left on streets after 
bin rounds are some of the 
problems reported to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

Other gripes include 
reports of workers mixing 
glass with non-recyclable 
rubbish and a lack of leaflets 
informing residents of new 
collection days. 

The Liberal Democrat 
councillors have received a 
catalogue of problems and 
are now calling for a review 
of the service, which has 
recently been taken over by 
private waste management 
firm Veolia. 

They also want the council 
to look again at its decision 
to rule out fortnightly 
collection, which they 
believe is causing the 
district to lag behind the rest 
of the county in recycling 
rates. 

Ian Allen, the Lib Dem 
deputy leader, said: “Other 
councils across the county 
are recycling 50 per cent plus 
of their waste, while East 
Cambs District Council is 
recycling about 30 per cent. 


“We are not meeting tar¬ 
gets set by the Government 
and the only reason the 
county council will not be 
fined is because other 
councils are doing well and 
we are stealing their 
goodwill.” 

Cllr Allen will put for¬ 
ward a motion at the full 
council meeting, due to be 
held today, raising the 
“widespread public concern 
about the performance of 
the waste collection service 
in terms of delivery and 


reduction of waste to 
landfill”. 

The council’s waste cham¬ 
pion, Cllr David Brown, 
claimed the collection prob¬ 
lems were being addressed. 

He said: “When you enter 
into a new contract, you 
expect some teething prob¬ 
lems and we are working to 
correct them. 

“I have listened to 
complaints from people 
saying they have not been 
given replacement plastic 
bags. 


“We are looking at ways to 
deliver them in bulk, rather 
than one or two a week, to 
avoid these difficulties.” 

“We also know we need to 
address our recycling rate 
in East Cambridgeshire. It 
currently stands at 36 per 
cent - this is above the 
national average but below 
our neighbouring districts.”

MP admits he employs his wife 


NORTH East Cambridgeshire MP 
Malcolm Moss has revealed he employs 
his wife as a secretary in a new register 
of MPs’ expenses. 

Mr Moss, who is stepping down as an 
MP at the next general election, 
disclosed he pays his wife, Sonya, 
between £30,000 and £39,999 a year for 
her work as his Westminster “executive 
secretary”. 

The information was made public 
under a new register introduced by Tory 


leader David Cameron, which requires 
all Conservative MPs to declare their 
office expenses and whether they 
employ any family members. 

It follows the public outcry over the 
misuse of public funds by Tory MP 
Derek Conway, who paid his son Freddie 
more than £40,000 over three years for 
his work as researcher while he was a 
full-time student at Newcastle 
University 

Mr Conway was suspended from the 


House of Commons for 10 days in 
January after investigators found “no 
record” of any work Freddie had done. 

In the register, Mr Moss also said he 
received £6,303 to cover the cost of 
renting a second home in London. 

Cambridgeshire’s four other MPs, 
Andrew Lansley, Shailesh Vara, 
Jonathan Djanogly and Stewart 
Jackson, all declared their interests to 
the registers, but did not employ any 
family members.

SAT nav thefts have 
rocketed in just a year - 
costing drivers up to 
£400,000. 

Thieves are targeting three 
cars a day in Cambridgeshire 
and stealing the popular satellite 
navigation systems. 

Cunning criminals can use the 
devices to identify the driver’s 
home and target it for burglary 
That can lead to higher home 
and vehicle insurance 
premiums. 

In the last year more than 
1,000 of the gadgets have been 
swiped by thieves who also 
damage cars in their attempts to 
grab the devices. 

The increase from 217 in 2005- 
06 to 824 in 2006-07 and 1,019 in 
2007-08 has prompted police to 
urge motorists to get smart. 

Assistant Chief Constable of 
Cambridgeshire police Mark 
Hopkins said: “The rise in the 
theft of satellite navigation aids

reflects the enormous growth in 
sale of these devices and their 
popularity 

“Sadly, it also shows too many 
drivers are failing to heed the 
message about leaving them on 
display in their vehicles for 
opportunist thieves to help 
themselves. 

“It is no longer enough to 
simply remove the aid and put it 
in a glove box or even the boot of 
a car. 

“Cradles are often left on 
display and are a giveaway to 
thieves who will break into 
vehicles and search through 
storage compartments to find 
what they are looking for. 

“The devices are no longer so 
expensive to buy, but to many 
thieves they are still well worth 
taking to sell on. 

“Add the cost of replacing the 


device to the expense of paying 
for any damage which may be 
caused to your car, and you will 
see why it is imperative you 
should not give criminals the 
clues they need to deprive you of 
your property and land you with 
a hefty bill at the same time.” 

Sat navs can cost from more 
than £100 up to £400 each. 
Damage to vehicles during 
break-ins can cost thousands of 
pounds. And some victims of the 
theft who are then burgled face a 
home insurance hike. 

Peter Gerrard from price 
comparison website money 
supermarket.com said: “If your 
car is broken into for a sat nav 
system, the thieves can then use 
the device to obtain your home 
address. If they then burgle your 
home, your insurance premiums 
for both could rise as a result. 

“You do not need to declare 
having one of these devices 
when you take out your motor 
insurance, however.” 


Walker’s death an accident - inquest 


A KEEN walker was knocked 
down and killed by a van as he 
made his way home along a dark 
country lane, an inquest heard. 

Michael Cornwell, 40, had just 
finished a stroll through the Fen 
countryside with his father, 
Jack, when he was hit by a Ford 
Escort van on Witcham Road, 
near Mepal, on December 4. 

The inquest at Ely Magi¬ 
strates’ Court was told the 
impact sent Mr Cornwell 


flying 10 metres into a ditch. 

He was found by the van 
driver, Terence Read, from Me¬ 
pal, who desperately tried to 
revive him. 

In a statement read out by 
coroner David Osborne, Mr Read 
described how he had seen Mr 
Cornwell at the last minute after 
taking a bend on the dark 
country road at about 50mph. 

Mr Cornwell’s father, Jack, 
told the inquest he had been 


walking with his son minutes 
before the accident took place, 
but had walked home alone after 
Michael stayed to shoot pigeons. 

Michael, a machine operator, 
who lived with his parents in 
Brangehill Lane, Mepal, died of 
a fractured spine. 

Ruling his death was an 
accident, Mr Osborne concluded 
Mr Cornwell’s lack of visibility 
on the dark road was a key factor 
in his death.

Fire brigade warning 
on hoax calls danger 


HOAX calls can kill - 
that is the stark message 
from Cambridgeshire 
Fire and Rescue after 
the service was inun¬ 
dated with prank calls. 

Last year, 999 operators for 
Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue picked up 273 hoax 
calls, 69 of them from people 
in Cambridge. 

During the same 12-month 
period, 16 mobile phones used 
by hoax callers were discon¬ 
nected by network providers. 

Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue estimated the number 
of hoax calls cost the service 
£45,728 during 2007. 

The service said the time- 
wasting phone calls can divert 
the emergency services away 
from people who may be in 
life-threatening situations and 
who urgently need help. 

They can mean the 
difference between life and

death for those who are 
genuinely in trouble. 

Debbie Vickers, station man¬ 
ager at the service head¬ 
quarters in Hinchingbrooke 
Cottage, Huntingdon, oversees 
a crew of 25 who receive bet¬ 
ween 350 and 600 999 calls each 
day. 

She said: “I’ve been in the 
control room for 22 years and 
it’s been going on for all that 
time. 

“We use a proactive 
approach to try to reduce this, 
by pushing for prosecutions. 

“It goes from children 
swearing down the phone 
through to people who will 
give a really detailed account 
of a fire scene and people 
trapped inside. 

“It’s not just the nuisance 
factor, but the risk to fire¬ 


fighters, other road users, and 
other people who may have a 
fire at the same time.” 

The fire service said it 
always follows up hoax calls in 
an attempt to have offenders 
prosecuted. 

Any person who makes a 
hoax call is committing a 
criminal offence. In court they 
can be fined up to £5,000 and 
jailed for six months. 

A spokesman for the fire 
service said: “We would urge 
parents and guardians to tell 
their children about the 
consequences of making hoax 
calls to emergency services. 

“The greatest consequence 
is that if we are dealing with a 
hoax call, we may be 
delayed getting to a real 
emergency where someone’s 
life is in danger - and that 
person in danger could be the 
hoax caller’s family member 
or friend.”

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Legends share love 
of musicals at Proms

TWO of the 
country’s best- loved 
singers will be 
entertaining the 
crowds at Audley 
End House this 
weekend when 
Michael Ball and 
Lesley Garrett take 
to the stage. 

The pair will be joined by 
a symphony orchestra for 
a rousing performance of 
classics at the Last Night 
of the Audley End Proms, 
topped off with a Spitfire 
aerial display. 

Michael first came to the 
nation’s attention when 
he landed a career¬ 
making role in Aspects of 
Love on the West End in 
1989, which spawned his 
chart hit Love Changes 
Everything. Since then he 
has been one of the West 
End’s top draws, pulling 
in crowds with roles in 
Chitty Chitty Bang Bang, 
The Woman in White, 
Sunset Boulevard and 
most recently, Hairspray. 
He chuckles when asked 
about the squeaky clean 
reputation that he has 
earned over the years and 
insists that the hard- 
partying celebrity lifestyle 
is not something that has 


ever attracted him. 

“I’ve had a life but I’m not 
that kind of person,” he 
says. “I’m not a person 
who is ever 

photographed falling out 
of nightclubs, I’m in a 
stable relationship and I 
work really hard. I’m just 
normal.” 

He first discovered the 
joys of the stage as a 
child but it wasn’t until 
much later that he 
imagined himself on the 
other side of the curtain. 
“The first show I saw was 
Jesus Christ Superstar in 
1971,” he recalls. “I would 
have been about eight or 
nine and in the same 
week I saw Showboat 
with Cleo Laine. 

“I was blown away, I 
loved it. I thought it was 
so powerful. I had seen 
Hollywood movies like 
Mary Poppins and The 
Sound of Music but to 
actually see a story on 
stage which used music 
to heighten the emotion 
so much was just 
amazing. 

“But I didn’t suddenly 
decide I wanted to be on 
stage at that age. People 
often ask me when I first 
decided I wanted to be in 
musicals but I think it 
wasn’t until I auditioned 
for drama school that it 
occurred to me I could go

Mini and Fiat are leading the green revolution 


complaining about 
pressure from the EU to 
meet what they say are 
‘unrealistic’ targets. Now 
they are having to face 
much stiffer targets from 
the people that really 
matter: consumers.” 

Every manufacturer with 
average new car emissions 
significantly above 200 
g/km of C02 saw sales 
slump from January to 
June. Even bigger drops 
were reported last month 
by the five with the worst 
average C02 output. 

Porsche and Jeep sales 
were down by more than a 
half, Land Rover and 
Chrysler fell by nearly 30 
per cent while Subaru 
registrations plummeted 
17.8 per cent. As the total 
market only fell by 6.1 per 
cent, there is clear 
evidence that high-C02 
cars are being heavily 
penalised.

Jay Nagley of Clean Green 
Cars. “Porsche has the 
most work to do: bottom of 
the league, with C02 
emissions that actually 
went up slightly in the first 
half of 2008. 

“What is interesting is 
that, as fuel prices rocket 
and the new car market 
falters, car makers with the 
highest emissions are 
being punished by the 
consumer. They have been

Retrospective 


MORE than 80 per cent 
of AA members think 
vehicle excise duty 
(VED) car tax is being 
used as a stealth tax, a 
survey this week 
revealed. 

Although 70 per cent of the 
15,306 members agreed a tax 
system based on carbon 
dioxide emissions would 
influence their car buying, 35 
per cent did not understand 
the new VED system 
outlined in the last Budget. 

AA president Edmund 
King said there was 
“confusion, mistrust and a 
lack of information” about 
the planned VED system 
changes. 

Most of those polled were 
against what they saw as the 
“retrospective” nature of 


VED for cars registered 
between 2001-2006. 

King wrote to Chancellor 
Alistair Darling this week 
asking that this retrospective 
aspect be scrapped. 

The AA/Populus poll 
showed: 

■ 59 per cent disagree that all 
cars registered from 2001 
should be subject to the new 
tax system 

■ 56 per cent say the new 
system for post-2001 cars 
should be stopped 

■ 58 per cent have not seen 
information about changes 
relevant to post-2001 cars 

■ 82 per cent agree that road 
tax is being used as a stealth 
tax 

■ 35 per cent agree that the 
new showroom tax will make 
a difference to the types of 
cars people buy, with 48 per 
cent disagreeing

■ 77 per cent agree that back¬ 
dating the road tax changes 
will damage the value of 
some used cars meaning that 
people will keep older cars 
for longer. 

King said: “Over 80 per 
cent of motorists now see 
road tax as a ‘stealth tax’ and 
we have called it a mean tax 
rather than a green tax. We 
believe that the retrospective 
nature of the tax increases 
for cars registered between 
2001-6 should be scrapped 
before it comes a ‘10p tax on 
wheels’. 

“The Government should 
also provide more user- 
friendly information to 
inform car buyers of 
changes to VED over the next 
two years. Our concern is 
that people may be buying 
cars today that they may not 
know will fall into much 


higher bands in 2009 and 
2010 .” 

He went on: “Our website 
has had a record number of 
hits with motorists 
desperately trying to find out 
how proposed changes to the 
VED system will affect them. 

“Even though the public 
and indeed the AA accept 
that a tax system based on 
C02 can influence the choice 
of vehicle, there is con¬ 
fusion, mistrust and a lack of 
information about the 
proposals. 

“If the retrospective 
increases in tax go ahead in 
2009/2010 then there is the 
possibility that many 
motorists might be driving 
to the polls still fuming from 
excessive tax increases to the 
cars they bought before 
these tax changes were 
proposed.”
